The" lodge is really ii large hill of dolid 
rock, coaiposed iu llie re;4uhir i>r(lur, 
after the covering of schist is rL-inuvuil — 
quartz, mica, feldspar, agiiiu iukI 
down through tho hill to an un'^crtain 
depth. The work of hlasiiug has beeu 
carried forward here until an open drift 
has beeu cut *iUO feet long, at least forty 
feet wide and not much Ilss than fifty 
feet deep. Branching otf Jrom liiis cut is 
a tuuQol now about sovcuty feel lung aud 
twenty high, drilled horixoiitsily iuto 
the lodffo. Small iron tramways "lead to 
the "dump, " aud little cars, pushed by 
hand, tarry tho rcruBC rock out of tho 
wav. 

I'he mica crystals, of all sizes, from au 
inch across to more tlian two feet in their 
larger tvxis, protrude from sides and from 
above and below, with their planes at 
every conceivable inclination, wailing for 
•ome well-pla;ed ciiarge of giant powder 
to free them from tho mass of worthless 
rock in which tliuy are imbedded. These 
crystals vary from tlie size of ones hand 
to .blocks two feet in length and from si.v 
iqcUes' to a foot in thickness, and aro 
rapigly split into sheets by a irroup of 
mon seated on low stools. The thin 
sheets are carried from this group to a 
long4iue..of .inea standing at benches, who 
cut^em to tha largest possible patterns 
with tinman's shears. Tho market value

^ By means of an iivjcuious machine, 
wood intended for pa[ier pulp is shaved 
oil so finely that it is ready to go at once 
into the-boiler. Tho machine takes a log 
twelve inches in length, wluch it revolves 
at a speed of 1,UOO revolutions per minute, 
and a sharp cutter shaves oil a sbaviug so 
tbia that it would take . 760 of them to 
make an inch, a nicety of execution which 
may WTudited ■ of by the fact that 200 
sheets or.ofdinary paper are rei|tiired to 
maj<e an inch. As described, the knife of 
this machine has a- sliding motion, and 
gradually moves forward as the block de- 
creases in diameter, and in order that it 
eball not become dull, and the liber coiij 
eequently fail to bo of uniform. thickness,'

Foi'ciii(f II. Confession of Con- 
spiracy From a Burmese. 

London, Jan, . 22.-tA. ajjocial dis- 
patch to the Times irom Mandalay, 
Burmafi^ gife'S. thffollowing descrip- 
tioti of a sensational scene that occur- 
red .Jth ere yqsterday morning. 

rWedtt'eada,^ ^jflsuing R.high Burmeso 
official, belonging to the late court of 
King' Theebaw, was arrested by the 
Tn^UurX;liQj|.<^ ,pn suspicion^ of being 
coi^Pf f .flliiponspif acy- tQ give J\Ian- 
dalay up to lue rebels. ' ' ■■ 

He was brought early the following 
morning oefDre the provost marshal, 
who demanded that he confess who his 
accouiplices were. The proud native 
folded his arms, and, declaring his in 
nocence, stated that, even if guilty, lie 
would scorn to betray any companion. 
Tile provost rRplied he would see 
about that, and ordering that the pri- 
soner be ironed he had him removed to 
the, prisop ward, where the bodies of 
the detid rebels shot the day previous 
were' laid'dut.' He' Wa8*";giyen a:h hoiir 
to make up his mind to eonfes-s, or be 
numbered among his grim companion.s, 
Tiie prisoner evidently was beginning 
to be terribly frightened, for wiiun he 
was dragged^ forth into tlie_ daylight at 
ithej ejcpirat|on fof the;: hqut he Ccjiuld^ 
scafcely^alk, Hik giiardff hurried him 
to the place of executioiV, where tht!' 
provost marshal received liira and de- 
manded that ho confess. He again re- 
rused, when, at a given signal, the 
gates of the stockade enclosing the 
grounds were thrown open, and with a 
mulUed drum, a. tile' of soldiers, with 
fixed muskets, marched in, and filing 
before the prisoner in firing ])osition, 
rested on their ariiLS. The Burmeso 
was then seized and .bound, and the or- 
der given to makeready and aim, when 
tiie line of glittering -barrels was pre- 
sen ted at his breast. 

'■Two iniiiutes-to confe.sul" was the 
stern command. 

The prisoner cou'd hardly stand. His 
counteiiancQ assumed a deadly hue, and 
he lookeil as if he was. going to awoo.n, 
when tho words "time.'s up" caused him 
to recover himself, and, -falling on his 
knees, he screamed for mercy, crying 
that he would- confess. He was taken 
to the guard-house, where his deposi- 
tion was taken down vorbatiui. He 
L'ave quite an olttborata Bcheiuo of thj' 
inspiracy, and ipiplicaied-.oner)f thr 
high ministers of stale. He was then 
released. 

His confessiou was forwarded at 
once to Mr. Charles Edward Bernard, 
the chief commissioner of British Bur- 
niaii, who, upon hearing in what man- 
ner the coiifession w as pre cured, was 
highly indignant, and refused to hear 
or entertain the confession,. 

Mr, Bernard ■ demanded of Oolbnel' 
Stanley, who is assisting General Pren- 
dergast in supervising the administra- 
tion of government, upon whose au- 
thority such a high handed outragi- 
was committed. Colonel Stanley ques- 
tioned the provost inarahal, who ex 
plained that-he had no intention to oxe 
cute the Burmese, -but only sought to 
frighten them. 

The affair was reported to General 
Prendergast, the General-in-Chief,

ANOTHER THIVMPE. 

The political meeting o.f Wednesday 
night WHS, perhaps, one of tho most large- 
ly attended ineetiiiga ever held in tha city 
and W113 cortaiuly one of the moat order- 
ly. The ronaou for thia luttor feature ia 
easily exphiinuble in tho fiiot that the 
electors of tho city nro by an overwhoim- 
ing majority in accord with the political 
views entertained by Mr. T. Davie .ind 
the government of which he isasupporter. 
Ho wiVB listeiiod to ivith unvarying atten- 
tion ;iMd interest and availed hiinaelf of 
tho opportunity to explain fidly and in an 
entirely aatisfaotory manner the naturo of 
the absurd and basolefia charges of the of- 
feto opposition. Tho public accounts 
woro dealt with in a very able manner by 
Mr. Theo. Davie, who showed in a man- 
ner that made the fuct evident to even 
the least perceptive mit;d there, the sense- 
less grounds upon which the oppositioti 
chose to claim tho eiistonco of a 
public' deficit. The extensive pub- 
lic works, the solid and lastiut; im 
provemonta tliat had boen.wrouyht duriny 
the present administration, and eapeoi illy 
during tlie Inst oii,'htean months, were 
dwelt upon at loi-.^th and opntrasted with 
tho ponnyiviee policy of the Beaven \>q\- 
ernment, who aystematically refused to 
acknovvlcdgu the jutt claims of the white 
worli:ii)gmun of this province — to check 
outlay in loicitiiuato ohiinnula for the pur 
pose of Tiiakinu' the enormous deticit, with 
which they knew they would leave ofhce; 
as little perceptible as possible. These 
workingraen have since been paid by thn 
present government, who have liquidatod 
the rest of the indebtedness incurred by 
their predecessors, who now endeavor to 
make personal capita! of an overdraft of 
$35,000 which e.\isted at the bank on the 
1st January last. .But all these matters 
were clearly explained to his hearers by 
Mr. »T. Davie, and their frequent applause 
testlGed tiieir uppreciation of tho political 
situation. It is a siunificant fact that 
amongst tho whole of tho large audietice 
the only man who attempted 
to dispute the speaker's statement of facts 
has not got a vole! lie is n strangor iu the 
OommunvCy, and from his general behavior 
on the evening iu question was evidently 
not aoooantable for his actions. It was 
noteworthy that not a member of the oppo- 
sition was present to support the wild stato- 
ments they have been so freely tnaking in 
tho house, or if they were present were 
afraid to reapoiul when called upon by 
name to explain. But they cannot explain 
— they know it — all know it; and their re- 
fusal to make an attempt which could only 
end in their defeat and derision, shows that 
in this instance at least the "immaculate 
six" exorcised appreciable discretion. 

THE EIOU LICENSE SYSTEM. 

In Sunday's issue we showed that the 
high license system had proved a success 
in ObioBgo by increasing the revenue 
eightfold, (ind reducing tho number of 
licenses nearly one-fuurth. In setting 
the type tho printer made us say that the 
present number of licensed houar.. in Olii- 
oago is 202C (a reduction of one half) — 
instead uf 3020, the actual number; but 
the principle ia the same, notwithstanding 
the error. Any moasuro that tends to 
lessen the amount of sulfering caused by 
strong drink should be hailed o,a a boon 
by the public; and if there be any aignifi- 
canci) in numbers the mere fact that li- 
censes have been reduced one-third 
through tho adoption of the hit^h lieonae 
system should be accepted a'^ evidence that 
in just so many cases the holders of 
licenses tiuding it uuprolitable to 
continue the traffic have abandoned 
it altogether; and not as evidenee (as 
a correspondent in yesterday's issue tried to 
show) that there must have been an increase 
in the liquor traffic to enable the dealers to 
pay the enhanced license. It is possible 
that the price of drinks was advanced iu 
cousequeuce of tha enlarged license; but 
if the coutiumptiou had been increased 
there would have been no reduction in the 
number of licenses. .Ml tho houses would 
have continued to "flourish like green bay 
tree," instead of one-fourth of tho number 
dying ont in a single year. The figures 
show an exactly opposite condition of 
things to thdt claimed by < 'Teetotaler," or 
depicted by Miss White in her able and ex- 
cellent ' lecture. It has not been churned 
that high license will cure . the evil ; but 
that it will ameUorate it by reducing the 
number of saloon and lessening the tempta- 
tions for men to get drunk, we believe. 

WUliK WOMEN OF NEW YORK. 

Hood's song of the shirt gave a glimpse 
of the condition of the sewing women of 
London half a century ago, when bread 
was so dear and flesh and blood so cheap, 
lliings have improveil somewhat since 
then, but even now, in American cities, 
there are hundreds of thousands whose 
daily toil through long hours only pro- 
cures the bare necessaries of life. Hon. 
Charles Peck, labor commissioner of New 
York stato, made las: year a painstaking 
investigation of the condition of the work- 
ing women in New York city, especially 
those engaged in trades. The number of 
these he estimates above two hundred 
thousand. "Their labor," he tells in his 
report, "is hard and thoir pay miserably 
small." They are paid less than men for 
the same work of equal quality. An ex- 
ception to thia unjust rule is found in 
cases whore the women workers are organ- 
ized, as among printers,, cigarinakers and 
hatters. Among the poorer paid classes 
of women workers he foutid want, misery 
and degredatinn, which he describes as 
"truly awful." Yet from tiieir small and 
hard earnings habits of close eeouomy 
enable many women to put aside small 
savings, and it is stated that of ono hun- 
dred thousand open accounts in the Bur- 
sary savings bank fully ono half are those 
of women, and they chiefly wage earners 1 
"Tho reason for that," says tho Now York 
Sun, "of course is that the women do not 
waste money in rum and tobacco," 



the whole rebellion, responsible for all 
tho bloodshed, reaponsible for ovory life 
lost.

Taxes on Viii in proved Lands. 

To TiiK Editoh: — In tho terni.s of tho 
motion recently made in tho hoiiso by an 
eniiuunt member of tho bar on the above 
subject I think some logical iucounistoncieH 
occur. How do you delinu Unjjyoi'cintjit.-i': 
The mover uses the word jiroducc, which 
seems to imply "cuftit^utiont" If so, barns, 
fences, wells, waterworks, etc., are not itu- 
provements. In the former sense most of 
the laud iu Britishii'olninbia is uot capable 
of improvement with prolit. Mr. James 
Caird, perhaps the highest authority on this 
subject, assumes that if individuals farm at 
a lo.^s, it is a national loss; if at a prolit, a 
national gain; inother words, a man Bhoald 
bo freu to farm his land in tho way he 
thinks be.it, whether to stock and not culti- 
viito, or the ruverso, or both combined. 
Please road the following iiiti>i--»ii"g ex- 
tract from Mr.tJuird's u-tter to the Times of 
1st January last: 

Circunistaiaoc.-i, apart from legislation, 
have in the u\ertutime been graduidly lead- 
ing to an important modirRvition in tho 
agricultural systom of the United Kingdom. 
This has been much accelerated by the dis- 
astrous erop of 1879, and by the continuous 
/(ill in the price of corn. It is creditable to 
the intelligence of tliu Irish farmer that he 
was the earliest tu grasp tho position, aud 
has much tho most largely protected him- 
self by the change. Compared with the 
agricultural system 'iO .years ago, Ireland 
has diminisheil her corn by nearly tUK^-third 
auij her potatoes by one-fourth, while she 
has increased her live stock by nearly one- 
third, prevetiting by this move what would 
otherwise have be(?u a lusa of seven millions 
sterling. 

England, Wales and Scotland, together, 
have, in the same period, reduced their corn 
by one-seveiith'ahd their 'sheep by oiie- tenth 
but have increased theirborses by one-tenth, 
and their cattle, by one-fourth, also prevent- 
ing by this movo what would'otherwisehavo 
boon a loss of ^^".OOO.OUO. .\s tho rental of 
Ireland to that of (Ireat ISritaiu is iu tho 
proportion of about one to tivo, Irelantl by 
earlier action appears to liavu prevented a 
loss to her agricultural interest in tho pro- 
portion of five times the amount saved by 
the sister countries. 

But assuniioK .io iiii(,iOveraentsare made 
by the proprietor whether of cultivation 
or for atockraising or in the case of town 
lots, of building. Are land speculators 
an unmitigated evil to tho country and as 
such like the Ohineso told to go, or be 
separately taxed 1 Thia you answer in the 
negative by inviting all classes without 
restriction to compete with purchase of 
lands, town, country or suburban, when 
you sell. Otherwise, at the auction or the 
liud office, you would warn strangers 
"We occupy B. C. in the proportion of 
one-tenth of a man to each square mile, 
and intend to keep the country to our- 
selves." It follows, that all having been 
uticonditionally admitted, must be tuxed 
alike, and I am confident that on investi- 
gation it will be found that tho present 
assessor has done so with diatinguiahed 
ability, impartially and without respect to 
persons or corporations. 

But admitting the evil, can no roinody, 
free from injustice which would recoil on 
the province bo found to compel specula- 
tors and absentees to exertion? Answer, 
indirect ttixa'ion; this you have not tried. 
Tho tliislle law is not worth the paper it is 
printedon. Suuposo the government wusto 
say to all land owners, "twice a year at 
tixed dates tho thistles on your ground 
will be destroyed at your expense, if not an - 
ticipated." Every bona fide settler would 
welcome such a statute. 

The. fence law, for obvious re.-i.'ions im- 
practicable, ifl no bettor than tho former, 
etc , and so on to the end of the chapter 
of attempts at indirect taxation. 
But such lands are to be taxed according 
to the values placed upon them by their 
owners. Who would purchase lands in 
British Columbia if the assessment act 
ivore so amended ! and how would tho al- 
teration affect residents I A dosiros lo 
build a country house at Cedar Hill; says 
to B, who has a farm there, I want an 
acre of yuur land fur the purpose. B re- 
plies, I.have no wish to sell, holding my 
land as I do for present use and for my 
family after, but as tho quantity is small 
I ask for it Hvo or ten times tho 2"'<J I'ata 
value of the farm." From that dato it 
would bo tho -duty of the assessor to tax 
that farm five or ten times above its 
value, which ia absurd. 

In the discussion that folKnved fispocial 
mention was made of corporations. Should 
such be treated differently from indi- 
viduals? If two persons, or three, or a 
dozen act together, .should they bo o.K- 
ceptinnally dualt with? If so, at what 
nunil^ shou Id the exceptional treatment 
commence ? Particular notice is taken of 
tho lands at Eaquimalt and elsewhere of 
tho H. B. Co. Well, they aro qnito 
capable of guarding tiiuir owii interests; 
atili I venture to ask why, in a logical 
sense, should that compaiiy be tn.xed 
differently from their individual neigh- 
bors 1 Here, as well as elsewhere, they 
were the pioneers of civilization and pro- 
greps, the very name a safe passport to 
prospectors in Indian country, their hos- 
pitality to strangers unbounded — the 
roads they opened, their steamers, vessels, 
stores and wharves, gave an impetus to 
trado and settlement, without which the 
prosperity we now witness would not exist. 
And in the case of their lands in the Vic- 
toria and E.^yuimalt districts, they estab- 
lished several farms on a largo scale, and 
did not lease them to others until the 
losses became so alarming that sharohold- 
era would no longer endure it.^ Victoria, 
if dependent fur its supply of *vegetablc.i 
on the rocky remnants now left to tho 
company of these farms would be badly 
off. Our cousins over-tho-way, hy dint of 
exceptional legislation, got rid of the com- 
pany, and praetically confiscated their 
lands — a policy not likely to meet with 
much countenance hero, where older resi- 
dents, at least, know that the province 
owes a debt of gratitude to the H. B, Co, 
in the past, and all will admit that now, 
ao enterprising a Grm in our midst is of 
itself an unmixed benefit. 

Ireland, for the Irish, is^faBt becpmin;; 
synonomous with famine in that land. 
Theories about property, landed property 
especially, are conflicting and changeablo, 
but principles of justice are immutable and 
not to bo infringed upon with impunity.

To TUB Editor :— Your petitioner ia 
not a lawyer, but a client — two very dif- - 
fereut positions ; bo I have a proposition 
to make aneut the law courts, which I 

hope you will not treat like most petitions, 
with ridicule or contemnt. The pr<ipo6i- 
tion is, that residences for tho lawyers and 
judges bo erected above and alongside thu 
present courts of law. This will onablo 
the poor overworked judges to be close at 
hand to attend to their duties, and will 
enable them with comfort to attend with 
some regularity. The lawyers' residences 
being there will also enable thorn to do tho 
business of their clients and not postpone 
it from day to day, booanso thoir brother 
lawyers are not ready or have some pri- 
vate amusen^ent to attend to. In fact, 
some sort of regularity in business on both 
sides will reauU with great benefit to the 
clients and to the public at larce, and pre- 
vent or at all events render uuneccHsary the 
removal of the courts to a spot hitherto 
respected as tho seat for the moral iinprovo- 
nicut of the clients. 

Should, however, *his petitiou not bo 
acceeded to, and the law courts be reiuoveil 
to the prcBBUt residences of tho lawyers, but 
not of the judges, I have a proposition to 
make aneut the present law courts, namely, 
turn them into a museum and place therein 
also specinions of animals and vegetables 
belonging to or raised in tho country, an 
aciuarium for breeding lobsters, oysters, etc., 
and copies of the public accounts! Leave 
tho centre of the floor clear, aud rent it as 
occa.siou may demand for balls,.pnrtieB, 
concerts, and iMintvoicut |>uiij|jBeir;-buc not 
for political meetiilgs. Tho advantage' of 
this will be it wcjjuld pay, and that whoa 
dancing or partaWhg of other eutortnin- 
nieut tho votaries will have constantly be- 
fore their eyes specimens of the natural 
history of creation, and so by eouiliiuiiig 
amasenieut with iuBtructiioi — oji.-u to all 
the public scliools gratis — th.i' ymuig andold, 
if they keep their eyes on the specimens 
and otr their partners, will become expert 
geologists, botanists, zoologists and liuan- 
cierists and so forth. Need it be said 
that these results will be of great benefit 
to the people and to the province at large. 
Boston would bo nowhere ! There may 
be sonio doubt about tho utility of Qiian- 
cioring. People now-a-days are too much 
given to living by thoir wits instead of 
with thoir muscles. Some one wishes to 
introduce the teaching of manual labor 
in public schools — this, too, i« right — be- 
causo to bo able to work requires an edu- 
cation and commenced early too, Tho 
young will never learn tha dignity of mus- 
cular labor instinctively — in fact thoy 
don't BOO it now — for the young shirk 
work and want to live by their braiu. in- 
stead of their bands. Parents are tu 
blaino for this — it loads to financiering. 
Thero may be space for an industrial 
museum and echnol in tho government 
buildings — compulsory attendfinco and 
instruction there legalized. No ! indus- 
trial teaching is of no conseciuunce to the 
young — the penitentiary will supply them 
tiiorewith in due season. Ouowj.EJt,

Alountod constables 
armed with cutlasses and revolvers, assist- 
ed tho police (ill foot in digporsing a niob 
of 5000 men near tho Elephant Castle 
Tavern. A gratifying feature was the fact 
that many small tradesmen and a number 
of bona Bde workingmen joined in assist- 
ing the police to repulso the rioters, who 
droading tl;e eiicountor, (juickly dispersed. 
Tho ptdice had boon informed early in 
the day of the conspiracy of thieves in- 
habiting tho common bulging housos, to 
make South London tho starting point ef 
tL pillaging expedition, and precautions 
were accordingly taken to prevent disor-

The 
Btreeta are sentineled with soldiprs: all 
busineaa houseB are ordered closed ut 6 
o'clock, and everybody without passes 
must ba iiidoora by 7 o'duck p. ni. All 
aaloona are Gotiiplutuly clusi'd, and there 
is mure doaputiain thun 1 ever saw before. 
The people here blame Governor Squire 
for thia, and claim that hia motivea were 
mercenary. Ho quarters the troops in a 
large buildin(r here owned by liiinaelf, and 
for which he before did and is o.xpected 
again to tax the governiiiont heavily. 

I heard the report in the hotel silting 
room, a few minutes ago, thataevornljhun- 
dra'd itie'n had left hero to drive the China- 
men from the Diamond coal mine, a few 
milea from Seattle. 

Busineaa here is all but suspended, and 
80 long as Governor Squire can make 
money by retaining the troops he:-^ it is 
to r.natinue ao. 

Yesterday evening Fred Hall, of the 
Daily CaHi was arrested under military 
order for publishing, an account nf the 
shooting of citizens the day hi-foro. They 
kept him several houri«, and tried to force 
him to retract; but he told them he had 
told only the uiipiiiniuu uuth, and could 
not deny it only by falsehood.

Ho was reported aud i)romptly 
arrcBtfd and will be tried to-day. \ few 
momber.s of tho local military oompanios 
who refused duty, and who aro oliargod 
with treasonable utterances, huvo been 
arrested and will 'be oourtmariialed. Tho 
proprietor of a beur hall back of tho Jail was 
also arrested for violation of general order 
No. 2. 

At 1:30 p. m., when tbe steamer Enuua 
Ilayward rounded AM Point, a detaohmeut 
of tho Hdme Guards under command of 

(Jajitniu Haftiold and Lieut. Carr, and tho 
Soattlo Itilles, under command of Captain 
Joseph (jireouo, left tho court house for the 
city dock, to keep it clear for tho lauding of 
tho soldiers who were on board the steamer. 
A liirgo crov.cl had eougregated ou thu 
wharf, which was cleared away by thn 
HifleB, who made a bayonet charge up tha 
dock. When onc(^ eleur, liuoa of armed 
men wei;e [daird acrosB tho oiitraucM 
to tho wbiii f a;ul uveiy ouu kept back of 
that, the oceitu wharf was loft open, aud 
about fourteen himdred men crowded ou 
thore to witness the lauding of tbe troops.

After an absoucc 
of half an hour he returned, aud the 'work 
of debarkation commenced, and judging 
from the amount of baggage and camp 
e(piipuge unloaded the soldiers have oomu 
to stay a while.

—The Heptli Not Great.

Tbrough this part of tho Arctic and 
sub Arctic regions, reaching from uortli 
IIuilsoii's bay to tUo nearoal cliimuuls of 
Uk) Arctic oct'un uud beyond, snow 
aSStii not fall very heavily during iho 
winter tiinB,propor; and it is claimed by 
iho Esq.iiiraaijx that except the spring and 
autumn snowa— for- which they have 
special unmcs— no snow falls at all duriug 
any other time of the year. That is, 
those distinct, fall ^and spring snows are 
Bepitrated by thd '^suinmer oa ono Eidc, 
with the snow olf ' the ground and ico off 
the lakes, and hv^tho winter on the other, 
with the ground*coustafitly cororeil with 
Bnow, but of a uniformly-^average (lu|)th. 

During tJje wU>ter time every gale and 
storm Diows the loose drifting snow 
BrouDd. and a polar traveler out of doors, 
ou suuli n day, might well think that u 
most furious snowstorm was raging 
around him; hut. say . tho.-^Esqulmaux, it 
is only, the drifting aoow i;;that|,Yel| the 
autuntnrfhefore,%bd iqt wbicfi Uiey'Iiave 
u distinbt nadie (hloSholif "siep'^ate^'from 
that of snow itself (up poo or4;at>'poot). 
These drifting banks accuuiulAje\at va- 
rious piiiuts, i'rcL'zing tojjether. aiid tho 
wind paclts them as hard as marble; but 
tliey ore built up at the expense of the 
snow at othe.r places, and iieop the average 
depth quite uniform, aud that depth not 
anyways near as great as most people 
have summed up in their imaginations.

(Jlcott flattered himself tliat by feign- 
ing Bickness he conld get away iinob- 
Berved, but bo remained \u Ihe ranks un- 
til afler a review, which closed the per- 
formance. As the reviewing oilicur, ac- 
companied by a large number of military 
dignitaries, came down the line, hi; saw 
Willi some trepiilatiori that in the rear 
was his o'd friend Ware, m'Iio was a col- 
onel of the \ irgiuia militia, without any 
comiiiatiil but none the less active. Wboii 
the colonel eaine opposite to where Olcott 
Stood, looking vac antly to the front, be 
halted and lo(d;e(l at him. as though be 
remembered his features. Jint tbo voUia 
teer gave no sign of reciignition — indeed, 
he subsequently admitted that he endeav- 
ored to squint aud distort his countenance.
